Professor Reiiley Speaks Before 
Physical Society — Needs Ap- 
paratus for Research 



IIow modern ' science Is being used 
to Improve the acou.itio properties of 
auditoriums was described yesterday 
to the Physical Society by Its presi- 
dent. Dr. K. E. Rclllçy, Such phcnom- 
ona as dead spots, echns and rever- 
beration, lyere ...esp'.alned, and their 
remedies shown. .\ "rippio" tank, and 
several slides ot actual auditoriums 
helped drive home the theory.

The Society has been growing stronger year by year, 
and the reason Is very evident. With a director such as Mr. Clappcrton, and 
a. constructive and progressive policy, any good scicicty would succeed, much 
more so one that has so popular an appeal as the Operatic Society has. . 

It -would he superfluous to wish ihcm success. We can say very defi- 
nitely, however, that their measure of success has been won, not by luck, for 
luck certainly was not with them, but by hard work on the part of director, 
principals and entire cast.

OHS style, a\u\ secondly beoausi- tin- 
box-office scores would not be affeii- 
ed in tlh! slightest. 

But w!ie;i iliv word usual is rlianc 
ed for extraordin.iiy. and tlio ambiti 
ous attempt of a baliy urgitnlzntlon 
makes even tho most tailuro-hiirdcn- 
ed critic sit up in wide-eyed surprise, 
tho time has come to say something 
nice, and thus keep with the crowd, 
which demands to bo humored In Its 
whim. 

And he would be a poor reviewer in 
deed who did not keep ;i step ahead 
of popular feelinc. So wo might ."ay 
with consummate . artistry that we 
knew fully halt an hour'^nhcad of time 
that the whole audience would walk 
out satisfied and gratified ai what 
they had seen.
